U. 8. N , has won his point in the con- 
test with the bureau chiefs, o^ er the 
question of the kind of turrets to be 
used on the four coast defence vessels, 
and Secretary Long has decided on the 
Hichborn turret.

Later, and at 


different times, all these plans were 
changed by order of the department of 
the vertical style. The turrets for the 
big guns of the battleships Illinois, 
Alabama and Wiscousiu/Tiow building, 
were originally designed with the in 
clined armor, and afterward changed to 
the vertical by the department's orders 
While the United States has been slow 
to finally adopt the impro\ed turrets, 
which have become known to the world 
»s the '-Hiehborn" turrets, from having 
been designed by the present chief con- 
structor of the navy, foreign countries 
have taken up the idea from the plans 
adopted in this country, but never 
c&rriod out. The principle of inclined 


~^-*rmor has been adopted by the French 


navy, and the latest battleships built in 
Great Britain of the Canopus class have 
the Hichborn turret. The Japanese 
battleships Yashirna and Fngi also have 
inclined turrets, and they are in use on 
most of the modern ships of the most 
progressive maritime nations. 
That 


they have never been finally adopted for 
American fighting ships, although the 
design of an American constructor, is 
regarded by many outside the board on 
constrnclion M a curious state of affairs. 
There are not wanting those who be- 
lieve that h«d it not been named aftet 
one member of the board, the sloping 
turret would have been long since the 
standard ol the American navy.
